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Shhh! Oprah’s 
goodbye bash 
full of mystery

As Oprah Winfrey’s final week of nation- 
ally syndicated shows approaches, big 
questions still remain: 

When she tapes the gala United Center 
farewell bash May 17, who will be the sur- 
prise celebrity guests Winfrey’s producers 
are said to be springing on her? Specula- 
tion has ranged from her favorite celeb- 
rity guests, such as John Travolta, to her 
favorite authors, such as Toni Morrison. 
But it is all just a guess at this point. 

And with that event being shaped into 
“Oprah Winfrey Shows” for May 23 and 
24, what will Winfrey do for her final 
original episode. May 25? The Tribune has 
learned that the host herself will produce 
the finale, but what she will choose to do 
with her swan song is unknown. 

Not in question, however, is whether 
you can still get tickets for the United 
Center event. You can’t, unless you were 
among the 154,000 who formally request- 
ed them via oprah.com during a two-day 
window, April 29-30. 

Those randomly chosen for the event 
at the roughly 20,000-seat United Cen- 
ter are being notified, and as the winners 
confirm their attendance, the seats are 
marked as filled, said a spokesman for 
Winfrey’s Harpo Productions. 

So if enough initial winners decline 
tickets, some people who haven’t yet 
heard still might, but only if they already 
were on the list. Harpo is not saying what 
the seating capacity or configuration will 
be for the taping, adding one more mys- 
tery to Oprah’s long goodbye.

With her talk show winding down, Oprah has her sights set on acting

Oprah Winfrey has long said she would love 
to return to acting. But as her iconic Chicago- 
based talk show approaches its final episode, 
Winfrey clearly is moving very quickly to turn 
her dream of appearing on Broadway into re- 
ality 

“I have a stack of plays in my bag right now 
that I am reading,” Winfrey said with great 
enthusiasm and determination last week as 
part of a frank and wide-ranging interview on 
her Chicago past and professional future that 
will appear May 22 in a special section of the 
Tribune. 

‘And just this past weekend, I was in New 
York, meeting with producers. We were just 
talking about what would be the best route to 


take. But yes, this is really going to happen. ... 
Life is too short.” 

“I think,” Winfrey said, “that an ensemble 
production is the way I should go.” 

Winfrey came very close to acting on 
Broadway just a few years ago. Kenny Leon, 
the director of the high-profile Broadway re- 
vivals of “Fences” and ‘A Raisin in the Sun,” 
came to Winfrey about two years ago and 
said he wanted her to appear in his Broadway 
revival of “Fences.” Talks, Winfrey said, pro- 
gressed to a very advanced and serious stage. 

“I had always wanted to do ‘Fences,’ ” Win- 
frey said. “I went through the idea of trying to 
take my show to New Y)rk, shoot a show dur- 
ing the daytime and appear on Broadway at 
night. But I couldn’t do it. And finally Kenny 


said he couldn’t wait any longer.” 

So that didn’t work out. But once “The 
Oprah Winfrey Show” has wrapped, Winfrey 
will have a lot more freedom. 

But Winfrey said she has not yet made a de- 
cision about what she is going to do, or with 
whom she is going to do it. 

There is little doubt, though, that Winfrey 
is Broadway-bound. Fast. No dream deferred. 

“I want to wrap this up as it should be 
wrapped up,” she said of her incomparably 
influential daytime show, which is counting 
down its last handful of episodes after 25 years 
on the air. “ ‘Let’s land this plane,’ I keep say- 
ing. ... And then it’s time to do something for 
fun. ... This next phase of my life should be 
pure delight.”

Whafs the deal with all of these daily discount offers?

Ping. A Groupon daily deal alert hits your inbox. 
Ping. A kgbdeal email arrives. Ping, ping. LivingSo- 
cial deal is in ... and so is one from ^uSwoop. 

It’s not even 6:30 a.m., and your inbox is flooded 
with daily deal emails. And more are on the way, all 
screaming for your attention and buying power. 

Blame Chicago-based Groupon for pioneering a 
daily deal industry estimated to reach $3.9 billion in 
consumer spending by 2015. The company’s success 
has fueled a slew of copycats —more than 700 in the 
U.S. alone, according to industry experts, who say 
the daily deal market still has room to grow But in 
the wake of all this success, a new reality: Daily deal 
shopping has become as annoying as it is addictive. 

Too many deals. Too many emails. Too many peo- 
ple making a mad dash to beat expiration dates. Is it 
all becoming too much? 

It did for Reuben Rischall, 30, of River West. 
In December, he unsubscribed to all his daily deal 
emails— and he hasn’t missed them. 

“For me, to see it every day I got email deal fa- 
tigue,” said Rischall, even though he Hkes the “idea 
of getting deals.” 

Now, Rischall instead relies on his friends to let 
him know about any can’t-miss deals. As a backup, 
he’s also downloaded the Groupon and Living Social 
iPhone apps and checks them at his convenience. 

At the beginning of the year, a drop in Groupon’s 
online traffic raised questions about whether the 
crowd-sourced coupon craze had peaked. Digital 
research firm comScore released data showing traf- 
fic, measured by unique visitors, for the site dipped 
slightly in January (by 2 percent compared with the 
prior month) and February (ii percent). But com- 
Score analyst Andrew Lipsman cautioned against 
reading too much in to any month. 

In November and December, there tends to be a 
spike in online traffic of retail-related sites because 
of holiday shopping, he said. That’s also when Grou- 
pon was featured on “Oprah” and when there was 
buzz about Google’s buyout offer. Online traffic 
in general softens in January and February he said. 
Traffic for Groupon bounced back in Alarch to 
11.5 million unique visitors, an all-time high, accord- 
ing to comScore. 

“By virtue of the fact it’s at an all-time high now 
should be justification enough to quell immediate 


stories questioning whether it’s losing traction,” 
Lipsman said. 

Still, some daily deal buyers say the excitement and 
novelty has faded a little. For instance, it’s no longer 
surprising to find an hourlong massage for $30. 

“The deals stopped being attractive,” said Ri- 
schall, who last year bought roughly eight deals. 
“I’m not going to drive up to Andersonville from 
River ^^st to try some Mexican restaurant I’ve 
never heard of” 

That said, shoppers have bought more than 
41 million Groupons in North America so far. And 
revenues for deal sites continues to climb, said Ben 
Parr, co-editor of tech website mashablexom. 

The industry has a lot of potential for growth, ac- 
cording to Parr. Consider the Groupon Super Bowl 
commercial and the fact Facebook and Google re- 
portedly are entering the market. 

Plus, industry leaders Groupon and Living Social 
are investing resources in new mobile apps. 

The daily deal phenomenon has even led to the 
creation of sites that aggregate deals and a second- 
ary market that resells them. 

According to Daily Deal Media, a trade publica- 
tion that covers the daily deal industry, there are 
about 3,500 daily deal sites around the world. The 
publication tracks 562 of them, said Boyan Josic, ed- 
itor-in-chief He expects to see more niche-focused 
sites in the future. 

“The industry is going through a very interesting 
time where you’re flooded with startups. There is 
some consolidation,” he said. 

More deals on the horizon? That’s somewhat 
good news for bargain shoppers like Julie McDer- 
mitt, whose love-hate relationship with the daily 
deluge of deal emails is not uncommon. 

“It’s sort of harder at this point to choose among 
them when you get so many” said McDermitt, 27, a 
lawyer who lives in the South Loop. “Sometimes the 
thing you want to do is delete all because it gets so 
clogged up.” 

But she doesn’t— the call of the deal is too great. 
Instead, she quickly scans the subject line opens the 
ones that catch her eye. She tends to gravitate to- 
ward restaurant or clothing deals. 

“I think it’s annoying,” McDermitt said. But not so 
much that she’s willing to unsubscribe and risk missing 
a deal. “I guess I sort of set myself up for it by signing

Art Loop project 
bigger than ever

The newly stenciled lines on the vast wall above 
Old Navy in the Loop suggests there’s a large- 
scale advertisement in the works. But those 
who’ve been anticipating the location of this 
summer’s Chicago Loop Alliance-sponsored 
public art installation are the wiser. 

The north wall of the Stevens building at 
17-25 N. State Street— of which approximately 
nine stories serve as a white brick canvas loom- 
ing over a pedestrian-heavy intersection— is 
the newly tapped site for Midwestern artist 
Kay Rosen’s as-yet-untitled Art Loop 2011 in- 
stallation. 

A secondary site, along the paneling covering 
the north and south exterior walls of the State/ 
Lake “L’ platform, will serve as backdrop to a 


related installation, and banners lining State 
Street between the two sites will tie them to- 
gether. 

All of the installation work will be completed 
in time for the project’s grand unveiling, sched- 
uled for May 24. The complete installation will 
be on display through August. 

The selection of the Gary Ind.-based Rosen 
for the second annual Art Loop project was an- 
nounced in February at the CLA’s annual meet- 
ing. Known worldwide for her large, text-based 
installations, Rosen often broadcasts her work 
on billboards, illustrating literal tricks of the 
English alphabet. 

Her most recent major work in Chicago was 
last year’s massive “Aburs/Ours” installation in 
the fourth-floor lobby of the Museum of Con- 


temporary Art, but she’s constantly involved 
in projects here and overseas. While she won’t 
reveal the text that’s planned for her Loop in- 
stallation, Rosen says she’s constantly inspired 
by language. 

“It’s something really small— how letters 
work, or the structure of a word, something 
very simple,” Rosen said by phone Saturday 
morning, just prior to making the drive to the 
Loop to oversee her first day of installation. 
“That was sort of the first inspiration: just this 
phrase. Then, beyond that was the site, which 
enabled it to have more of a public voice. 

“I think those are the two most important 
things. Language always comes first. Then, 
there’s always the reading, and what people 
take away from it.”

“I felt as though I was putting Derek’s ... 
last moments on the Web,” Calder said. “It 
was really, really, really hard.” 

Meanwhile, news of Miller’s death— 
and his final post online— went viral. 

The site “got 3 million visitors and it 
shut down,” said Miller’s wife, Airdrie. 

The 41-year-old writer and musician 
from Banbury British Columbia, left be- 
hind two daughters, Marina, 13, and Lau- 
ren, II. 

“There can’t be answers today” he wrote. 
“While I was still alive writing this, I was 
sad to know I’ll miss these things— not 
because I won’t be able to witness them, 
but because Air, Marina, and Lauren won’t 
have me there to support their efforts.”

South Looped in 


New flavors brewing 
in downtown ’hood

The rust-colored Dearborn Station brick 
building serves as a reminder of what the South 
Loop used to be: a place to pass through— and 
to store things. 

Before residential development started in 
the 1970S, the neighborhood was really “more 
of a warehouse and transportation area,” said 
John Thomas, acting director of the South 
Loop Historical Society 
But condos changed all that. 

Census figures show that between 2000 
and 2010, the area’s population increased by 
74 percent, bringing it to 40,000 residents — 
who apparently are pretty hungry 

With the recent arrival ofTLC Cafe, Over- 
flow Coffee Bar and Flavor 180, the South 
Loop seems to be on the verge of an eatery ex- 
pansion. “The new residents are mostly upscale 
and younger— in the age range that will go out 
to restaurants, bars and clubs,” Thomas said. 

As luck would have it. South Loopers will 
have even more new spots to check out in the 
coming months.

When The Scout opens in early June, plan on 15 draft beers 
and house-made vodka lemonades on the 10-table patio. 

The rustic interior was designed using reclaimed wood 
and copper to reflect hearty American cuisine, such as a 
14-inch, pizza-esque grilled cheese and bacon-wrapped 
meatloaf. 

Owner Chris Bravos, former co-owner of The Pony in 
La Review, says the South Loop is ready for a new nosh spot. 

‘Tve lived here for six and a half years and have really seen 
the development,” Bravos said.

Locally made hard liquor and small- 
batch beer selections also will be on hand. 

Other touches-green design elements such as a captain’s table made 
from recycled seat belts, oversized chairs, 12-foot windows and a fireplace- 
were added for a feeling of warmth and coziness, partner Simon Lamb said. 

“We just wanted something where we’d be comfortable hanging out that 
wasn’t pretentious, where the food was approachable and the prices were 
fair,” he said.
